Caius Marius, when hee had conquered his coun⸗ 
tries enimies, t bꝛought Rome to her height, triumphing 
as a goddeſſe auer the world, in concluſion of euery exploit, 
dedicated his ſacrifices to the Gods, as the authoꝛs of eue⸗ 
rie good that had befoꝛtuned him: although in his face her 
carried the connfenaunce ol maieſtie, and by his ſpech hee 
bꝛed terrour to his enimie. Scipio that Affrican tongueronr 
in all his victoꝛies, did neuer aſcribe his ſucceſſe to him⸗ 
e, hut gaue the honour to the Gods, ſacriſicing his whole 
ur to them, and diſpoſing himſelle foꝛ his countrie Vet 
died not Scipio, without the llaunder of old Cato:noz ſhould 
Honour liue in anie, without the enuie ol manie. 

. When Julius Ceſar had ouerrun the woꝛld (almoſt) with 
bis multifudes ſubieaing the Gales , leading Belgick caps 
kiue, ferrifping Spaine by his repozt, and carrying Aﬀtrick 
at his girdle(in a manner.)Yet.ſaid he, nat Ceſar hathdons 
this, but the gods:giuing the glozy to the heanens, and lea- 
uing the honour to his name. So the heathen ſet vs downe 
à rule, that is to diſpoſe our lines foz our country, to aſcribe 
out honours to God, to begin in his feare, to tontinue in 
bis truth, and to end to his pꝛaiſe: ſo hath this memoꝛable 
man Dir Fraunces Drake done: hee hath ſtudied ta with- 
ffand his countries enimies, laboꝛed to enrich vs by their 
impouerichment, and made vs ſtrong by their weakening:

And to come pet ne 
rer: we haue now ſome liuing who foꝛ their honoꝛable ſer⸗ 
uice againſt the enimie, are called raſh & foꝛtunate: others 
fozw vnluckie;others hot and terrible: and infinite 
bons2s are afcribed to the,d2awn fozciblie by their valours 
out of the mouth of þ aduerfarie, Among al which;where- 
in(foz a ſubiec is this Scipiotnferiour.to-Haniballzwho is 
feared foꝛ his foztunes, + honozed in his ſeruite. J remem⸗ 
ber in the time ol Edward the 3. king of England, and in the 
French exprdition, that . the blacke pꝛince (ſo ſurna⸗ 
med fo2 the blacke battails he fought in Fraunce) ſceing his 
e ſubied g friend-theLozdAndley wonnded to the 
death in the foꝛelront of the ſeruice,of his bountie gaue to 
bim and his heires pearely foz euer 4000, crownes, whe⸗ 
ther he euer oꝛ neuer recouered, The languiſhing noble 
man accepting the gift, and learning of his Loꝛd & general 
(as well as taught by nature) to bee honoꝛable, in che pꝛe⸗ 

ſence of the . — ue the fame annual ſumme ſos ever 
to his foure Eſquiers that attended on his bodie ; whereck 
being repꝛoued by the giuer he aun wered:that in the ler⸗ 
nice he had a Gown e foure were no leſſe fozward to de⸗ 
him, and offendthe foemen, then himſelle: and being 
now robd by the enimie of a maiſter, he knewe it was his 
honour to leaue them maintenance: and wiſhed withall, 
that he were as able to enrich his whole company ol follo⸗ 
wers ſeuerallp, as he did theſe willingly. Here with though 
lamenting his death) the Pzance conſented to his gift, + ſo 
will we burie him with our diſcourſe of him. Pet heere out 
J obſerus this, tat Generals in actions of expedition, are

on the other ſide by a Spaniard, And in another impꝛeaſa, 
they figure her rent by the haire ofthe head by the French, 
diſrobed by the Italian, bowelled by the Spaniſh, 4 ſuccozod 
by the Engliſh : in which anatomizing their widowe cun- 
trie, whome do they commend + ſubmik vnto but their ſuc⸗ 
cozers?whome doe they rewarde-with hono2s & riches but 
their ſouldiers:whom do they renerence,p2ap foz, t cleaue 
vnto, but their Captaines, whom the Athenians called 
walles of their cuntries, whome the lawleſſe Scithians fol⸗ 
lol as ffarres,the gluttonous Perfhans adoze as Gods, the 
rude Boetians run after as heads, whom the hardie Lace- 
demonians reckon as comets, that blaze euer againſt good 
foꝛtune. In Rome, what troupes of Senato2s,flocks of No- 
bles, t heards of Commons, would burſt as a ſea fo:th the 
gates, foreuerence the welcome.conquerour , that cither 
bꝛought home honoꝛ 02 riches: and that was the cauſe that 
encouraged the better ſoꝛt to clime to vertue by honoꝛ, and 
enraged the woꝛſer ſoꝛt to hunt after honour with a thirſt 
of vertue. They that ſpare the p2aiſe,are vnwozthie þ p20- 
fit:a deſerued commendation is a ſpurre to the mind, he 
that obſcures the honour of a ſouldier oꝛ a ſcholler, wounds 
Mars, + ſtapes Mercury. Apelles dzawing the counterfeite 
of Honor,poztraieth her, holding a ſtarre in the one hand, 
in the other a ſtone: meaning by this embleme, v although 
noble mindes entitled with dignities ſhould reach as high 
as the ſkies, yet 8 inferioꝛ might by vertue catch at ſtars. 
And as a oble man without vertue is like a ſun beame 
touered with cloudes: fo is a meaner man without valour 1 
like the bird Fawrus, hath a great voice, almoſt no body. 4 11 
Man in all ages is maintained thus: In his cradle with 2 pee” 2 
milke, in his childhod with roddes, in grene youth with „„ 
- ſhame t god diſcipline, in mans eſtate with armes, in el- 
der age with counſaile, t laſt of all with a ſtaffe till he goe 
lenceleſſe fo his graue: then if thou be a child, obe thy pa- 
rents; if a man, ſerue thy Nee die foz thy a if 
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elde, counſaile others to honour ſouldiers when they ſerue 
not, and to lerue foꝛ honour when they enter armes. This 
made the wolues Nurſery Romulus become, both the firſt 
king and builder of Rome: This made the abied Cirus 
weate the firſt Crowne in Perſia, Iuſtinus the wineheard 
Emperour in Conſtantinople, Valentinus the huſbandman 
*Emperour in Rome, Telephanes the ſouldier king of Li- 
dia: and this made Tarquinius Priſcus aſtranger bozne in 
Corinth, the ſonne of one Demaratus a baniſhed marchant 
from his Country, become a king in Rome, Pea, and by 
this in his life he became ſo famous, that he enlarged the 
confines ol Italie, ampliſied the wealth and ſtate of the cun- 
trie, augmenked the number of Senatoꝛs, increaſed the oꝛ⸗ 
ders of Kniththod , and left Rome ſo happie at his death, 
that the Citizens thereof would haue trauailed ſo farre as 
Corinth to ſpiede of ſo noble a Pꝛince. Then muſt euerie 
man pzeaſe in ſeruice foz pzeferment to honour, which 
ſpꝛings of deſert, and ſuch as are not foꝛtunate, muſt learn 
to follow and hope to finde, muſt leaue to enuie and grieue 
Lo flaunder, euer carrying the vpꝛight mind ola religious 
ſubiect, that in hearing euill ſpoken of the god, to enter im 

to tonſideration ſtraight of the man and the matter and ſo 
ſhall he ut him out, either an enimie to the Eſtate oz the 
Religion, that by rumoꝛs withdꝛaw the willing and adule 
he beſt, to bꝛing them in hatred of the woꝛſt, - becauſe her 
knowes the common multitude is like a manie headed 
beat. But ſtudie euerie man rather to lone into the daun⸗ 
ger of ſuch ſernices(J meane in reſpec of their bodies that 

.... perfozmes it) and to thanke God foz the vidoꝛies, to pꝛap 
dio their pꝛoſperitie in their enterpꝛiſes, and to incourage 
.* ...c. +. thers to their ſupplies, ſo ſhal God be gloziffed, Pobilitie 
be honoured and animated, the peace of the Land maintai⸗ 
ned, and all men plealed. 
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
